REGINA, Sept. 10. — Making a 
courteous and dignified refusal to 
be muzzled by the Regina School 
Board in his work as leader of the 
C.C#. party in Saskatchewan, Prin- 
cipal M. J. Coldwell of the Thomson 
School today released a public 
statement in reply to the Board's 
ultimatum that he must either give 
up his school or his position as 
Leader of the C.C.F. in the prov- 
ince. 


Pointing out that in his fifteen 
years service as Principal under the 
Board he had never been made the 
subject of a single complaint of mis- 
conduct, inefficiency, neglect or of 
partizan teaching, Mr. Coldwell 
says he declines to give up his 
birthright of political freedom and 
invited the Board to withdraw its 
recent regulation aimed against 
himself. 

The statement is as follows: 

“The Regina Public School Board 
informs me that I must immediately 
resign my leadership of the C.C.F. 
or from the service of the Regina 
Public School District by Septem- 
her 8.

Question: What is the signifi- 
cance of the Ontario election? Did 
it mean just that the people were 
fed up with Henry (Premier G. 8.

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THE MORRO CASTLE HORROR 

There's a drear comfort to be found some- 
times in comparing one’s own hardships with 
the greater hardships of others. Farmers in 
grasshopper-ridden drought areas and men in 
20 cent a day celibate work camps revile Nature 
and hope for the day when workers rather 
than money-lenders shall be the first consid- 
eration of goveriments. But they will feel 
thankful] that they were not numbered among 
the 126 moneyed and care-free holiday seekers 
who perished amid flames at sea on the holo- 
caust of the Morro Castle. 

There is no terror of the sea so feared as 
fire—no enemy so relentless. Death in the water 
seems merciful as against the helpless torture 
of death in the flames of a floating hulk. 

The Morro Castle was a beautiful creation of 
man. She carried well-to-do passengers and 
pleasure seekers in the luxury of a modern 
passenger ship. But al] human appliances were 
helpless against the flames which, started either 
by lightning flash or other cause, spread in the 
early morning to the oil tanks of the great liner 
and enveloped the ship in flames. Hundreds of 
the victims were trapped in their berths, merci- 
fully perhaps passing from one sleep into an- 
other through suffocation. 

In no department of endeavor has greater 
strides been made in recent years for human 
safety, than for the safety of those at sea. 
Sounding devices, fog piercing devices, lifeboat 

| equipment, patent launching devices, multiple 

| forms of fire protection in stokeholds and engine 
rooms, directional wireless, gyroscopic com- 
passes, water-tight bulkheads, etc, have re- 
duced the risk of danger on the great passenger 
vessels to a negligible minimum. Then comes 
this horror of fire—a great vesse] becoming a 
floating funeral pyre within seven miles of 
land.

DODGING THE REACTION 

Eighteen German textile concerns are ne- 
gotiating for the privilege of starting branch 
establishments in Great Britain. Two advan- 
tages are sought by their owners. One is to 
escape the heavy restrictions imposed on the 
importation of raw materials into Germany, and 
the heavy exchenge on its currency. The other 
it to get around the embargoes which half the 
countries in the world have built against goods 
“made in Germany,” in part at least a result 
of the anti-Jew movement there 

A curious fact is that the German Govern- 
ment is a consenting party to this export of 
industrial establishments, a good many of 
which have already transferred their foreign 
trade operations to other countries. Conditions 
ere attached, of course, that industrial em- 
ployment in Germany is not to be reduced in 
consequence, and that the Reich is to get some 
benefit in the way of taxation of the foreign 
plants or their output 

For the time Hitler thus avoids the full 
reaction from the embargoes that have been 
erected against German goods abroad. But 
suppose foreign governments, as they are very 
likely to do, start to embargo “owned in Ger- 
many” plants for the same reasons they have 
embargoed “made in Germany” goods? 

The “chickens” of excessive nationalism have 
a way of coming home to roost. Particularly 
when the policy takes a turn to srouse wide 
and bitter animosity abroad 


THE NEW SLAVERY 

Less than one hundred years ago it wag legal 
to buy, hold and sell slaves in some parte of 
the British Empire. The centennial anniver- 
sary of the emancipation measures was recently 
celebrated in London. 

In every other civilized country slave-own- 
ing has likewise been made illegal. But slavery 
has not been abolished—in Canada or else- 
where. Here, as in most other countries, no 
person can be held in bondage by another per- 
son. But that is a long long way from saying 
that individual liberty has been secured 

Liberty implies freedom to choose one’s own 
way and live his own life, without trespassing 
upon the rights of others. How much of that 
kind of freedom has the average citizen of 
Canada—or any other country? He is free to 
compete against others for a living, in what- 
ever walk of life he may choose and can get 
entry to. He can quit his job when he pleases— 
and starve unless some one else can and will 
give him another. And periodically there 
settles down upon the world a time of what 
we call “depression,” when multitudes are

They have been slaves as really 
as the bondsmen who used to toil for their 
masters without wages in the cotton fields and 
the tea plantations; not slaves of persons, but 
slaves of circumstence. They have had to ac- 
cept such support as given them—or starve. 
They could not help themselves. They were 
held in the grip of conditions as relentless, 
and in cases as severe, as the task-masters of 
former times and other lands. 

Are Canadians going to submit to a con- 
tinuance of the half-freedom and conditional 
freedom they now possess, where at any time, 
through no fault of their own, deflation may 
sweep down upon them like a storm, dissipate 
the savings of a lifetime, deprive them of their 
property, throw them into idleness, and doom 
them to a penniless old age? 

Whoever can imagine that does not know 
the Canadian people. They have never been 
slaves to persons, and they will not consent to 
be held in slavery to an economic system that 
deprives them of their possessions and their 
liberty when and because by their joint efforts 
they have created a superabundance of real 
wealth. 

We have mastered the problem of producing | 
wealth. What*has to be tackled now is the 
problem of utilizing it, so that for all persons 
the end of industry may be the blessing of 
freedom from want, not for some the curse of 
poverty and despair.

Causes Of Dizziness 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The most common cause of dizziness is 
biliousness and autointoxication, All of the 
blood of the body makes a complete circuit of 
the body every few minutes. As the blood 
passes around the intestines and through the 
liver, it picks up wastes and impurities which 
the body attempts to elimin- 
ate through other channels. 

However, veioie such 
complete elimination takes 
place, the same blood passes 
through the brain and other 
parts of the nervous system, 
and when this bloodstream is 
not pure, a partial poisoning 
takes place through all of the 
tissues through which the 

, blood is temporarily passing. 

OP. 0. OCeY This ordinarily does not affect 

one to any noticeable degree, but those who 

have an extra amount of Waste will suffer from 

spells where waves of toxemia will flood the 
brain and produce dizziness. 

If the gall-bladder is stuffed up and does 
not function properly,.or if congestion has de- 
veloped in the liver, the same kind of ‘dizzy 
spells will occur. 

Catarrh of the inner ear will often upset the 
balancing fluid which is contained in the semi- 
circular canals of the ear, and this will cause a 
certain kind of disturbance of the balancing 
‘powers of the body. Those who have ringing 
in the ears because of catarrh are usually both- 
ered by this dizziness. 

Some people who are habitually bothered 
with dizzy spells will find that their dizzy spells 
come from defective vision which can be cor- 
rected by properly fitted glasses. If one becomes 
dizzy when attempting to read in a moving 
train, it is a sure sign that he requires glasses, 
or needs to have the lenses changed. 

Any chronic disease in the body can so upset 
the normal flow of nervous energy as to pro- 
duce dizziness. With women, a misplacement 
of, or pressure on the pelvic organs from pro- 
lapsus will produce dizziness and nausea which 
cannot be cured until the prolapsus is corrected. 
One who suffers from either too high blood 
pressure or too low blood pressure will usually 
be troubled with waves of dizziness when he 
gets out of bed or gets up from a chair sud- | 
denly. With high blood pressure such dizziness 
can be quickly overcome as soon as the blood 
pressure is reduced to the normal. Where low 
blood pressure exists, it will take a longer time 
to overcome this difficulty, as several months 
are usually required to build the strength and 
blood pressure up to normal. 


If you are troubled with dizziness, the first 
thing to do is to consider that it is caused from 
biliousness. This can always be overcome by 
the proper dieting. Try this first, and consult 
a good diagnostician afterwards, if dieting does 
not completely cure you. :

ANSWER: Pleurisy is due to an infection of 
the membrane which covers the lung. Acute 
attacks often form serious pleural adhesions. 
Treat the parts affected with intense heat from 
an electric pad or therapeutic light. After the 
pain has subsided, take deep breathing exercises 
to prevent more adhesions from forming. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Julie O. asks: “Which is 
the best: Italian squash called Zucchini, summer 
sSquesh, crooked-neck squash, or Hubbard 
squash?” 

ANSWER: Italian squash, summer squash, 
and crooked-neck squash al] contain approxi- 
mately the same food value.

burton) in Berwickshire, Scotland, 
and the principal Halyburtons re- 
sided there for centuries, being es- 
tablished in that locality as early 
as the reign of King Malcolm IV. 


The Halyburtons wete connected | 
with the powerful family of Doug- | 


las in Berwickshire. From this 
shire WHalyburtons scattered into 
other parts of Scotland, and there 
sprang up _ various important 
branches of the family. The Haly- 
burtons (or Haliburtons, as _ the 
name was later spelled), of Rox- 
burgshire, were both eminent and 
wealthy. Other branches were the 
Haliburtons, of Newmains, of Mer- 
toun, of Eglescairn and of Pitcur 
and Dirlton. 

The Haliburtons of Néwmains 
and Mertoun were closely connect- 
éd with the family of Sir Walter 
Scott, the great Scottish novelist 
and poet, and Sir Walter quartered 
his arms with those of Haliburton. 

Haliburtons in America were rép- 
fesented in Virginia and North 
Carolina by David Haliburton, who 
is said to have come over from 
Edinburgh with his younger broth- 
er, Thomas, when quite young. 
They arrived in Philadelphia 
early in the eighteenth century 
and remained there until reaching 
their majority, when they migrated 
to Virginia.
